about on tin' stage, or who tgid 
anything, aaid it well, at the right 
time, and tln-y all knew their 
part*. They are people who are 
making a living by pulling this off 
every night, iii different towns, of 
course, and while they arc duiug 
their stunts as the book say*,, still 
we fail to see what they are do- 
ing it all for, or wlint't the mean- 
ing of it all.
